The Lincoln Protective League con- 
vention hold at Springfield on Monday 
indorsed Len Small of Kankakee for the 
Republican nomination for Governor. 
It also indorsed the administration of 
President Taf t ond the records of Unit- 
ed States Senators William Lorimer 
and Shelby M. Cullom. 

It denounced Charles S. Deneen and 
the Ghicaso '''trust press." Bedlam 
broke loose when William Lorimer step- 
ped to the front of the platform, and 
when some enthusiastic supporter placed 
the American flag over his shoulders, 
the convention went stark mad. 

After Mr. SmalPs nomination for 
Governor was indorsed by the conven- 
tion, ho was escorted to the platform 
and made the following address: 

"There are no words to express iny 
deep gratitude .and appreciation for 
your conlidence. I realize that- this is 
not a one man campaign, not a campaign 
for individuals, but- a campaign for- 
principles. We are in the most impor- 
tant campaign since the Civil war. The 
very foundation of our governmentis in 
danger of being umlermined. for juat na 
sure as the initiative, referendum and 
recall and other such socialistic meas- 
ures become the universal law of th'e 
land and a part of our constitution, it 
will mark the beginning of the end of 
representative government. 

"The uncertain, deplorable conditions 
which confront us today are the direct 
result of the weak, vaciliating leader- 
ship of men who have been elected , to 
lead. 

"It is a shame and disgrace that the 
so-called Republican administration of 
the great state of Illinois, elected by 
Republicans^ should be controlled, 
owned, body and soul by the trust press 
of Chicago. I am tired and disgusted 
withthekindof pontics so popular to- 
day with some of our public officials.

Hoinesville Tarmcr Looses Cattle During 
Past Week 

The epidemic of rabies which has in- 
fested the county the past few months 
has taken three more cattle within the 
past wBek. , The cows belonged to a 
farmer named .Davis, residing near 
Haincsville. 

About two weeks ago Mr. Davis 
noticed that one of his cows showed 
peculiar symptoms of disease and the 
Halnesville veterinaries were called. 

In many waya the disease resembled 
rabies but the exact trouble was hard 
to determine. Then Dr. O. N. North 
of Waukeganwas summoned, two other 
cows having developed symptoms, of 
the same disease. A few experiments 
developed the fact that the animals 
were undoubtedly the victims of some 
mad dog, and it was necessary to have 
them killed. The animals refused to 
eator'drink, and would lunge and bite 
at any moving object within their sight. 

The C0W3 had been kept in their 
stnncheons but when North arrived he 
iitonce freed them. His fur coat hud 
Dcen left hanging on the wall and the 
cow Immediately made a lunge for It, 
Latcritattaciced acat and then drove 
a dog from the barn. 

It Is supposed that some dog afilicted 
with the disease had been through that 
^ectlonof the country and other stock 
is being closely watched.

MevcB Will Control Tuberculosis 

In Animals. 

Dr. Burton R. llogcra, Amca, Ift., 
,Hvho was for a number of years an 
Inspector of meats for the United 
•states government, ta trying to Induce 
tho federal nuthorltleu to adopt a 
method for discovering tuberculosis in 
.cattle, which, ho says, will result In 
locating: all Uio diseased animals in 
tho country within a year. His plan 
Is to have every raan who sends hoga 
to market to have his name and ad- 
dress on a tag faslonod to the hog's 
ear. Doctor Rogers said: 

"Very few hogs live longer than a 
year. A 200-pouud hog Is about tho 
■weight at which tliey aro shipped to 
market. All of them are examined by 
government Inspectors, but under tho 
present system of Inspection no one 
knows where n diseased hog cornea 
from. 

"Tuberculosis In hoga Is not dan- 
gerous to thofio using the meat be- 
cause It Is subjected to heat before be- 
ing eaten, and a -very little heat la 
Bufllclent to kill tho germs. But whlla 
the life of the hog Is short, tho lifo 
of the cow Is comparatively long. 
There Is no way of learning If n cow 
is Infected with the disease except by 
a technical examination. 

"It Is the custom to have the cattlo 
and the hogs live together as eloso 
neighbors, and so when a cow becomes 
diseased the hogs remain healthy but 
a short time. Now, the life of a cow 
is about ten years, and she may have 
tuberculosis nearly all her life and no- 
body know anything of It, But a hog 
that has lived near her for a few 
months will surely get tho dlseaso, 
and by tho'schcme I suggest this hog 
could be mpde to carry the tale of 
the Biclfr'catUfe to the Inspectors."

In a few days, ex- 
cepting In serious cases, tho trouble 
will vanish. When the pains are acute 
a drop of oil containing cocaine will 
give immediate relief. As measures of 
prevention, ho advises the use of caps 
with ear flaps.— Dundee Advertiser,

In tho flrst 
pinco. of the great recent improve- 
ment In the moans of communication 
throughout the world. 

"Those means of commonlcatlon are 
now so perfect that all Important 
things which aro said and done at- 
any one place In tho world are Im- 
mediately known everywhere in tho 
world and reflect a universal Inllu- 
enco. 

'The second reason Is bocaaso tho 
demagogue has for personal reasons — 
whether ho be a so-called statesman

■hlp of William. Cuke of Normandy. 
the groatoat army Franco bad over 
mustered, ready for tho field and* 
thirsting for tho glorlca of conquest 
Among tho many banners throv.-n to 
tho broczo appeared tho shield of tho 
mulU-groat-grandfathor of our own 
Oeorgo Washington. HIa name waa 
"WUlIam do Hcrtburn- The CO.OOO fol- 
Aowoni of the duko sot sail In 3,000 
vcasela of war for tho English cooat 
Attd landed without oposltlon, bccduao 
of tho English King HnroIU'a conflict 
with tho Norwegians In another port 
of bis Invaded domains. On October 
14, 10G6, the rival armlea met, and on 
tlio field of Hastings took place one of 
the moat terrific battles In the history

of England. WtlUam of Normandy 
was the victor, and King Harold, with 
tens of thousands of bis English, was 
among tho alaln. Tho victorious 
French marched to London, and on 
Christmas day they proclaimed their 
dashing leader "WUlIom I, Conqueror 
and King of England." 

King William, llko all hla French 
knlghta. loved the French Idcala of 
ffovornment, church and home, and In- 
fused Into the old English national 
and domeatlo l](o all the customs of 
bis native land. Even tbo English 
language, which William never could 
learn, waa gradually aet aside, and 
among the loyal French knights who 
osalstod the Conqueror In enforcing 
bis reforms was the distant kin of 
George Waahlngton. This early an- 
cestor of our first president was num. 
bored among tho intimates of the 
Kln^r, and waa one of the Icadera of 
the French Conquest In tho • past, 
American historians, possibly bccauao 
of the Btrongr Influence upon literature 
exorcised by Englana, placed the 
Washington ancestry aa beginning In 
that country; but careful Invoatlgatlon 
beara, out the atatemeut that . tho 
Woahlngtona woro of definite and di- 
rect French origin. They wore French 
both In sentiment and training, and 
tho original name was Do Hertburn. 

Naturally the question arises, why 
waa ttie namo changed, and what .In- 
duced those faithful French subjects 
of William of Normandy to assumo on 
Sngllsh cognomen? The explanation 
ta almplo enough. William the Con- 
queror was. a careful and far-seeing 
man.. He realized that his usurpation 
of the EngUsli throne was a very rod- 
leal departure In a govornmontal ex- 
periment, to say the leaat; and be was 
anxious to mould the people, whom 
he, had mode hla , vassals by dint of 
the strong hand. Into aa close- dupli- 
cates of the French as possible. In 
other words, he strove to Implant the 
French Ideala Into tbo English char- 
acter oa deeply oa ciroumstancea per-" 
mltted. Tho complicated heraldic reo- 
ordB found in tlie pages of the famous 
"Doomsday Book" la undoubtedly the 
best pvtdenoo that tho King \^lBhed 
to moko his radical campaign of perm- 
anent record, and hence a groat num- 
ber' of men of education and' ability 
were bcoupled In dllleontly aurvbylng 
and noting all the land and water con- 
ditions of England. They also In theao 
▼liitattpns mode lengthy entries as to 
,th« "original English o«ta^ owners oa 



well aa an accurate record 
of tho biographical and her- 
aldic character of tho new 
or French proprietors. And 
In this lost seemingly un- 
necessary entry appears' tho 
atatoment that tho bravo, 
over rollablo Knight, Sir 
William Do Hertburn, for 
military sorvloo to Will- 
iam I, bo granted with feu- 
dal rights and power tho ex- 
tensive estate known as 
Weaayngton, and henceforth 
sold Sir Knight ahoU be' 
known aa Sir William do 
Weaaylngton; but he shall 
still be a vnasal of tho blah- 
op and his horaldio denom* 
Inatlon shall continue to be, 
Arms: . Argent, two bars 
sulea (rod); In chief, throo 
mullets of the second. Crest: 
A raven with wings endorsed 
proper, laaulng out of a du- 
cal coronet or (gold)." 

Ao a further demonstra- 
tion of tho Importonoo of tho 
Do Hertbuma, or "Wessyng- 
tona," history fumlshea tho 
Information that the eatato 
In question waa under the 
command of the Bishop of 
Durham, and altuatcd In a 
locality exposed to the at- 
tack of tho Scots of northern 
England. ^ On this border 
there was constant warfare, 
ond tlio king naturally seioct- 
ed tho bravest and most 
worllko of his adherents to 
hold lands In tbo disputed 
district For nine years thla 
country between Durham 
and York was laid waste, 
and for ten years It waa 
practically a desert, no man 
having the courage to at- 
tempt cultivation of the 
blaatod flelda or Inhabit tho 
ruined towns. One hundred thousand 
people died In this debatablo strip of 
land, and there, whore active hostili- 
ties over relgnod, thoDo Hertburns.op 
Wcsayngtons, woro stationed. This rec- 
ord of tho great family Ib absolutely 
authentic In ovorj* dotalj^avlng been 
proved by minute research and per- 
sonal visits to tbo locality where Its 
members were lords of tho soil — a 
taak which embraced fifteen years 
of heraldic Inveatlga- 

tlOD. 

Later the estate 
known as Wesayngton 
was spoiled and en- 
^tered ofllclally as Wes- 
elngton, tho proprietors 
assuming the same 
name. Then It was re- 
corded as Wnsblngton, 
and a natural change of 
tho owner's namo In 
accordance with that 
of hla land followed. 
The proprietors bccamo 
known na William, 
John, Lawrence, Rob- 
ert and Nlcholoa Do 
Washington. Finally 
the heraldic shields 
and French prefix of "Do", was drop- 
per, and the modem spelling of 
W-a-a-h-I-n-g-t-o-n prevailed. 

Tho Waahlngtons were very prom- 
inent In the military as well aa tho 
civic phaaea of English life. In tho 
days of Henry Vlll. when that mon- 
arch was In conflict with tho pope 
of Rome. Lawrence Waahlngton sided 
with the king, and the latter confiscat- 
ed the monoaterlea, convents and 
churches of the Roman Catholic 
church, giving to thla Waahlngton the 
Sulgrttve estate, where for over a cen- 
tury the Washington family ruled au- 
premo. A decline In their 
fortunea then appeara to 
have taken place, for in 
1G30, the year the Pil- 
grims set aall for Amer- 
ica, the Waahlngtons 
were practically driven 
from the Sulgrave estate 
to. take up residence at 
Brighton with minor ma- 
nors and boldlnga. The 
loss of tho hundreds of 
acres of rich meadows 
and harvest fields was 
In a measure counter- 
acted by the marriage of 
a Sir William Washing- 
ton to a sister of Qeorgo 
Vtlllara, Duke of Buck- 
ingham. This union 
brought about new al-. 
Ilances and aflUlotlona 
which 'made Washing- 
tons possible In Amer- 
ica, and ultimately led 
to tho rearing of George 
Washington to bo tho 
military' leader of the 
colonies and eventually 
our first chief executive. 
Thla marriage brought 
tho Waahlngton family 
into direct domeatlo ao- 
clol and ' court relation- 
ship with the prominent 
and powerful favorite of 
the then reigning mon- 
arch, auJ political eir-, 
Qumstance destined tho 
Waahlngtons -to espouse 
tho cause of the king, rather than the 
Idol ' of tho Commons— Oliver Crom- 
w«U. The Waahlngtons performed 
heroic Bervicoo ^,for the king, but 
when Crpmwell proved vlctorioua 
and ' seized the relna of govem- 
raent, they found England to bo 
DO longer a aata dwoUing placo. 
PrlBon Bohtoncos* exUo and deatb waa 
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the unhappy lot of tho royalists, or 
King'n Cavallero; and rather than 
bow to one whom they looked upon an 
n UBurpcr, many of the Woahlngtona 
fled to foreign lands. John and Law- 
rence, brothers, came to Virginia, tho 
former being the grandfather of 
George Washington, the first presi- 
dent of the United States. 

Among the distinguished Waahlng- 
tons who escaped persecution by filght 
from England was one whose Identity 
genealogists long sought vainly to 
verify — tho brother of General George 
Washington's great grandfather. This 
Washington's namo waa James, and 
he fled to Rotterdam, Holland, whcro 
In 1C50 he wedded Clara Vander Lnn- 
en, daughter of the mayor of tho port 
From this union was derived the prca- 
ent Dutch and German Waahlngtons 
a sturdy folk who adapted tliemselvca 
to thcao govommenta under which 
they hove held and are at present 
holding ofllclal positions of high ata- 
tlon. One of these Gorman Woshlng- 
tons offered hla services In a military 
capacity to tho United States consul 
at Frank fort-on-Maln In 1862. Ho ex- 
pressed himself ns onxloua to enlist 
In tbo Union army, and presented the 
consul with a verified genealogical 
chart prepared from the records of 
tho Dutch government. This gentle- 
man was Daren de Washington. The 
statement has been certlflcd by Will- 
iam* W. Murphy, consul ot that point, 
and attested by tho Honorable Fred- 
erick Kopp, of New York City, who 
was vlalting In Germany and wrote a 
letter In which tho circumatancea 
wore fully descrlbod. 
' The original correapondenco and 
data In my posaesslon relating to tho 
Dutch and German Washlngtona provo 
tho baron to hove been a direct lineal 
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descendant of tho Jome^ Washington 
who landed In Holland In X660. Ho 
married a Bavarian lady and held a 
oertlficate, of - honorablo discharge 
showing that ho had been a lieutenant 
In tbo Bavarian army. To obtain a 
commission aa ofiloer la 't)ie Federal 

army waa hla wlaU, but because of tho 

tnabllltr of our cciuml to OMuro blmJlTSa). 



of this honor, and possibly 
becouBo bo deemed that auf- 
flclent respect had not been 
shown to ono of auch noted 
ancestry, ho did not emi- 
grato to tho United Statoa. 
However, before tho Inter- 
view waa cloacd, he deposit- 
ed with the American consul 
a certified genealogical chart 
on which tho following ap- 
peara: 

"Baron de Waahlngton la 
a direct descendant of tho 
ancient and honorablo Waah- 
lngton family of England, tho 
earliest emigrant to Holland 
being Jamoa Washington, 
ono of tho four brothers of 
Stuart aympathlzora 
(CharloB 1). Jamea came to 
Holland In 16B0, hla two 
brothora emigrated to Vir- 
ginia, and the third brother 
remained In England, where 
ho waa aervlng as a divine." 
This remarkable bit of 
genealogical hlatory gives the 
earliest and moat authentic 
record of the Dutch and Ger- 
man Waahlngtons, of which 
there are many and of whom 
the church records abound In 
entries of marriages, birtha 
and deaths. Further Investi- 
gation brings to light tho 
fact that this earliest Dutch 
emigrant, James, waa mar- 
ried In the English church 
of Rotterdam, oil of which 
tends to corroborate that ho 
was of English training. 
Baron de Washington waa 
born In 1833, and hla brother 
Max married the Duchess of 
Oldenburg and In this way 
became connected with ono 
of the oldest sovereign fam- 
ilies of Europe. The House 
of Oldenburg Is the prime 
branch of tho Holsteln-Gottorp stock, 
which hao given cmperoro to Ruasia 
and Kings to Denmark, and In prom- 
inently related to tho present King 
of England, George V. And Jacob 
Waahlngton was first lieutenant of 
the Dutch navy In 1M5. this branch 
being related to the wealthy banking 
firm, Cornelius L. Keurenaur of The 
Hague. Upwards of seventy-five 
Washlngtons afe numbered 
among the' Inhabitants of Hol- 
land and Bavaria. Hence tho 
Wasblnglona, In the fartlieat 
genealogical tracings, hall 
from France. We next find 
them In England ond then In 
Holland and Bavaria. 

Regarding the Washington- 
ian coat-of-arms some odd dis- 
coveries havo also come to 
light. Qulle controrj^ to our 
jVmerlcan belief the Washing- 
ton shield dooa not contain 
"stars and strlpea." notwlth- 
standing that more than a 
thquaand hooka and as many 
more publlahed articles so pro- 
claim It Tho facta are that 
the Washington shield con- 
tains "bars and mullets (spurs 
of tho Knight's -boota". Tho 
earliest reference which I hove 
been able to find which announces tho 
Washington shield blazoned with 
stars and stripes, relates to a public 
banquet at Baltimore, Maryland, In 
1851, where tho Ideaa of an English 
poet — Martin Tupper by name — were 
voiced, proclaiming that tho Amer- 
ican flag, with Its heraldic notlona, 
was borrowed from the Washington 
ahlold, which poeaessed stars and 
stripes. Ever since this banquet 
American authors and orators have, 
without further Investigation, accept- 
ed tho statement as cor- 
rect The English poet 
was misled by hla fervid 
fancy, for the Heralds' 
College at London, the 
highest authority on 
British heraldry, wrltea 
aa follows: "A Waahlng- 
ton shield with stars and 
strlpea fpalea) has never 
been of record." It 
la altogether probable 
that Tupper, as well 
aa others, was deceived 
by the shapo of the 
"mullets." These spurs. 
as worn by the knlghta 
of old, were round In 
form, resembling mod- 
ern cog-wheels some- 
what, and their bristling 
points possibly suggest- 
ed the "stars" of which 
Tupper apoko. 

Hundreda of writera 
have also announced 
that the crest on Gen- 
eral George Waahlng- 
ton'a coast-of-arms la an 
eagle, and that this fam- 
ily emblem was the foun- 
dation of tho suggestion 
that tho eagle bo the em- 
blem of the American re- 
public. While tho crest 
may appear like an 
eagle, the facts oro that 
tbo heraldto grant of 
arma to thla Washing- 
ton branch present a ra- 
ven Issuing ^rom a golden ducal 
crown, the creat of the family. Furth- 
ermore, Waahlngton .hlmse>lf clearly 
showa by correapendenco with the 
Horald'a ofiloo at London that it waa 
not an eagle, and the letter la dated 
ten yeara after tlio eagle had become 
the emblem ;of tho r«pubUQ (June 20, 



ndelphla May 2, 1792, tho third year 
of hla presidency, and the package 
was sealed with the Waahlugton fam- 
ily arma oa Is Indicated In a letter 
which reads: 

"Tho arma encloaod In your letter 
are tho same that are hold by tho 
family here; though I have also 8een« 
and havo uaed, aa you may perceive 
by tho seal to thla pocket, a flying 
grlffln for the creat" 

Tho Waahlngton creat, "a ravon la- 
aulng from a ducal coronet, gold," waa 
evidently given because of tho aports- 
monahlp of tho early English Wash- 
lngtona, In fact tho crow, falcon and 
hawk hove been for more than four 
hundred years the emblem of aport 
The pastime of hawking waa engaged 
In only by tho wealthy and the Woah- 
lngtona were noted for their love of 
hunting and aportlng, Benson J. 
Losslng lent aomo color to the fore- 
going conclusion when he wrote of 
tho'Engllah Washlngtons: 

"For "more than two hundred yoarfl 
tho Do Wcsayngtons, or Washlngtons, 
were conspiring after their kind (rpb- 
ber knlghta) flghting, hawking, ca- 
rousing and gaming." 

Thla grant of tbo raven was In 1500, 
at about the samo time that hawking 
waa at Ita height as a sport, for at 
about tho aomo period we find that 
In Spain the son of Columbus atempt- 
od to prove that his father was of 
arlatocratlc and alao of heraldic fam- 
ily In that "ho was ot a people who 
kept their own hawks," Thla alone. 
In those days, stomped the man as a 
falconer, as only people of high social 
standing were permitted by llcenae to 
engage In that enjoyment; hence o 
raven, a falcon, a crow or a hawk on 
the shield or crest Indicated promi- 
nence. This sporty and hunting dis- 
position of the Washlngtona was dis- 
tinctly manifested In the Waahlngtons 
of Virginia, of which our first presi- 
dent also gave liberal expression. 

There are five distinct Waahlngton 
shields, but in tho horoldlc rocorao 
thoy are pronounced of tho some 
origin, as follows: 

A allver (argent) shield upon which 
are two red (gules) bars; in the top 
(chief) three red muUeta (spurs of 
knights' boota). 

A red (gules) shield with a single 
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Ancient Waihlngton Shield. 

white (allver) bar charged with three 
mulleta. 

A red shield with a whlto bar upon 
which are three clnguefoIUes, alao red. 

A red shield with two bars white. 
In chief three martleta. 

A shield of four bare, whlto and red, 
three mulleta. 

A shield in green, a Hon rampant In 
white, within a border gobonated 
white and blue. 

These constituted the heraldic arma 
of all Washington people aa recorded 
In the English College of Heralds. 

Washington was fond of genealogi- 
cal Investigations, and In the College 
of Heralds can be seen a score or 
more of pages ho wrote at various 
times in his eager search after family 
arms and crests. Ho waa proud of hla 
heraldic ancestors, and this family 
estimate is well expressed in the fre- 
quency with which he blazoned the 
Washington shields upon hla choice 
tokena and valuables. 

Many auch instances may be noted 
In his heraldic watch charms, his sev- 
eral personal ^eala; the doors of his 
carriages; the porcelain of hla dinner 
set; the allver ware ot hie liquor aerv- 
Ice: the fireplace and tho mirrora; tho 
picture frames and his library walla; 
his bookplate and hla saddle, and 
practically everything upon which a 
family slgnoture or shield might bo 
engraved, painted or printed. 

The Illness of Sir 'Isaac Heard, the 
head of the E^ngUsh department of 
heraldry, closed the correspondence 
relating to Washington's eager at- 
tempt to prepare a Washington gen- 
ealog>* and origin and evolution of the 
family coat-of-arma. Thla Interesting 
correspqndenco boa never yet been, 
scrlpturally reproduced, and Itls to be 
regretted that a continuance, ot the 
Invoatlgatlon. was disturbed by Ulnoaa, 
alnco many disputed biographical 
problema would doubtless have been 
solved.

Expedition Camp In Patagonlo. 

bunt mountain wagon and Its com* 
ploto scientific equipment, penetrated 
to tho valleys of tho Chubut and tho 
Rio Chico and traversed tbo almost 
barren tableland that stretcboa be- 
tween. .Living trees aro so rare In 
this country of tho pampas that 
throughout tho settled portions of tho 
territory tho Inhabitants build their 
dwoUInga of corrugated iron imported 
from abroad. Practically tho only veg- 
etation which Is common la a stuntod 
growth resembling the sagebrush of 
the American desert. 

While tho college men often found 
'water a scarce luxury, they have had 
an abundance of buzzards' and os- 
trich eggs. Ono op tho latter makes a 
iiuge omolot and the shells are worth 
.16 apiece In tho United States. Under 
date of October 3 last Professor Loom- 
is writes: 

"I have not yet bo many foBalls us I 
would like, hut can already see that 
we will bo able to revise pretty thor- 
oughly tho goology. I have for mount- 
ing tho skin of a guanaco, which 
Shumway shot and -which we aro eat- 
ing. It Is a three hundred pound buck 
and wo got one hundred pounds ot 
good meat from It. .Then later I ran 
into an ostrich nest, with flf toon' good 
eggs. Each night I blow two and vro 
have a big scrambled egg dish for 
brealifaBt" * 

In the Chico volloy the American- 
Bclontlsts came across an Interesting 
colony of Boer ranchers. With' tho 
same spirit that led their forebears 
to trek back into tho hinterland from 
Cape Colony, when tho British occu- 
pied it almost a century ago, aome of 
them havo emigrated' to this now 
country rather than live; tihdcr Eng- 
lish domination In tho Transvaal. In 
Patagonia tlieyhavo found a country 
not unlike thot of their old South 
African homes. They aro all" sheep 
growers, for the shrubbery, sparse 
though it la, seems to supply sufficient 
Bustonanco' to' niake that industry 
prbfltabio. In some locallUofl, Mr. 
Tumor writes, tho Boora' form bo 
largo a proportion of the, population 
.that Boor phrases, and. worda.are be- 
coming a "part , of the oblloquia-lB* 
gunge. -

Wnahlngton.— Thoro 1b friction In 
tbo war department bocnuso of dlffor- 
«nccB of opinion bctwcon tlio two 
ranking ofllcora of tbo army. Major 
Ooncrala Leonard Wood and Fred C. 
Alnaworth, ono tbo *cblef-of-ataIT and 
tlio othor adjutant gefloral of tbo Bcrv- 
Ico. Uoth of thcoo men started out In 
Jlfe as doctors, and the trodblo la 
Bpoken of aa a caso "when doctors 
disagree." In tbla Inntanco congress 
nMiBt decide, for tbo present dimculty 
arises from contrary vIowb taken by 
tho aoldlor doctors of a bill Introduced 
by rtcpreaentntlvo Hay of Virginia 
making changes in tho ormy 'Byatom. 
Tho navy Is now Inugblng at the 
army, becauso tbo" navy Itself had a 
row of somewhat elmllar nature, al- 
though* In tho casQ of tho sea sorrlco 
thoro was a doctor on only ono sldo 
of IL 

Tho troublo to tho navy department 
■WOB over tho decision to allow a med- 
ical ofllccr to take command of n ship, 
Ofcourao ho won't attempt to navl- 
gate tho ship, but ho will bo captain 
■upremo in everything. A medical 
officer today, coramandB, under the 
president, tho army of tho United 
States. Tho army and navy aro ala- 
<ter BcrvIccB. Together they are hav- 
ing visited upon tbom In a way the 
layman dictation. 

Think Training Not Needed. 
No civilian president, save Abraham 
, Uncoln. perhopB, over has thoroughly 
j iinderstood tho necesalty of training 
* ior army men and navy men. There Is 
apparently an Impression that cannot 
be erased from tho civilian mind that 
'tho profession of arms Is tho only pro- 
fession for which no education Is noc* 
essary. Naval offlcers and army offl- 
core In Waehlngton today say that 
they constantly meet people who be- 
lieve that any man of average Intel- 
illgenco, good voice and sufficient 
physical atrength can take command 
of an army or a fleet and by a Bort of 
^- ] intuition lead them Into battle as weU 
( as any general or admiral of the serv- 
I Ice. 

This, of course. Is putting It to the 
limit of exaggeration, but tbo main 
■truth holds, and army oxperlenco and 
navy experience show It, that the or- 
dinary civilian, whether ho be presl- 
dent of tho United States or president 
of a Bockmaking factory, believes that 
the military man Is born, not made, 
and that military education and ex- 
perience, wbllo possibly helpful, aro 
'4 P°^ among the necessaries. 

The decision of the authorities to 
place tbo medical officer In command 
of a ship of tho navy was parallel to 
tho action of President McKlnley In 
appointing a politician who didn't 
inow tho right flank from tho left 
flank of his regiment, to command a 
body of men who within two months 
might bo called upon to go on tho 
field In the face of the enemy, there 
probably, though Individually' as brave 
asNey.tomeet with defeat becauso of 
the Ignorance of- their commanding 
officer. 

Building Episcopal Cathedral. 
Tho Eplacopallans of Washington, 
% aided by their brethren of the coun- 
try, aro erecting a huge cathedral oh 
a hilltop which overlooks Washington 
and the glorious scenery of tho Poto- 
mac river and tho fields of outlying 
.Virginia: 

The cathedral tract conslata of forty 
acres of finely wooded land with the 
ouks and maples doihlnatlng. it Is on 
tho brow of tho hill nearly COO feet 
above tbo Potomac.

Quenily open-air services aro held.

Vou will Und do- 
Bccndnnta of the Bocond president of 
tho United^ atatcfl all over tho Union, 
and tlio flmniler number of them bear 
tho name of Adams. It is a prollllo 
family and it is a standing contrndlo- 
tion to tho fltatomcnt that all ot the 
Now England famllloB or great prom- 
inence havo died out Over In tho 
"Whispering Onllory" at tho capitol. 
which by tho way is nothing more nor 
IcRB than tbo old houao of ropreaenta- 
tlves, thoro Is n little piece or motal 
set in ono of tho square blocks of the 
mnrbio lloorlng and on It are these 
words, "John Quincy Adama, Hero." 
This is tho full Inscription, Tho 
metal picco marks tho spot whoro 
Adams foil dead aftor yonra of con- 
tinued service In the house.. 

The value of tho piece of metni is a 
few contB. Over In Massachusetts 
avenue thero Is tbo house of an enor- 
mously wealthy man. Ho built it. and 
as a part of tho building material he 
used a rock containing many dollars' 
worth of gold. Ho gloried in it and 
It Ib pointed out to Washington vis- 
itors. They say that more people are 
Interested in tho mllllonairo's block of 
gold than are Interested In John Quin- 
cy Adams' two Inches ot bronzo. Ad- 
ams, however, will bo "allvo" .some 
conturlea after this millionaire ia for- 
gotten. 

tateet Row In the House. 

McmberB of tbo houso seeming- 
ly were somewhat ashamed of tho 
outbreak of Rcproaentatlvo Boa 
Johnson of Kentucky, chairman of the 
house, committee on the District of Co- 
lumbia, who tbo other day invited 
Ilepreaentatlvo Martin B. Madden of 
Chicago ouUlde "to havo It out." 
Johnson later apologized handsomely. 

Threats of personal encounters In 
tho house aro of much more frequent 
occurence than they aro In tho sen- 
ate. Sometimes members actually 
reach the mixing point, but generally 
their colloaguea Interfere before blows 
aro Btnick. The lost near encounter 
was ono between Henry D. Clayton of 
Alabama and Ropresenentatlve 
James n. Mann of Chicago, tho houao 
nepubllcan leader. Mr. Mann waa en- 
tirely willing to go outside with tho 
man who challenged hira, and there to 
Bcttlo the matter, but thore waa Inter- 
fcrcnco and tho temper of the ther- 
mometer on both Bides went down rap- 
Idly. 

Fordney Versus Byrd. 
When tho Payne-Aldrlch tariff bill 
was under dlscuBslon in the house, 
Representative Joseph W. Pordney ot 
Michigan, who Is the chlefest stand- 
patter of them all, resented with a good 
deal of bitterness certain asBertlons 
which were nmdo by Hepresontative 
Adam Byrd of Mississippi. Mr. Byrd 
has Indian blood in his veins and It 
may be that the admixture was in part 
responsible for bla roadlnesa to go on 
tho warpath. 

Kordney's direct word was "You 
don't know what you are talking 
about," and at this the Mlaslsslplan 
started down the aisle from his scat 
to pass around In front of the speak- 
er's desk to reach Fordney. He did 
not walk; ho ran, and in running ho 
shed his coat, a fact which mado hard- 
er the dttcmptB of his coMeagiies to 
Btop him for their Angers slipped from 
his shirt sleeves easily whllo ho was 
rushing for hla prey. 

Fordney stood absolutely Immova- 
ble, but everybody knew ho was ready. 
Tho two men were apparently phy- 
Blcal equals, hut Fordney In hla early 
life had been a lumber Jack and ho 
was in trim that day- as ho Is in trim 
today. Friends managed to grab Byrd 
Just before tho threatened mixing, 

John Sharp Williams, , now United 
States senator, bad a physical encoun- 
ter in tho houso with u Missouri repro- 
aentatlvo who la now dead. The Mis* 
sourian was ono of the gravest as ho 
waa oni of tho most learned men In 
the housd of reprdsentatlves. Ho waa 
the last man In the houso from whom 
belligerent manUestaUonB might have 
been excected. Ho waa one of the 
leaders 04 Democracy himself, but 
Williams was the leader and the two 
bad^ fallen out over a matter, if mem- 
ory -la correct, of a committee appoin^ 
mcnt Tbo Mlssourlar and the Mia- 
slsslpiai. exchanged blows and each 
was hurt to. some extent, but friends 
wore ablo to soparato them. 

Fow Encounters In Senata. 

In tho Bcnato the membora rarely 
como to blowa. Of course, tho senate 
ia a smaller body than the house, but 
the average of rows in tho senate la 
not up to the average of row Ic tho 
bouBo. It la aa!d that Mr. Bevertdgo 
and Mr. Bailey bad an Interchange of 
bomothlng more than words once In an 
oxccutivo soBBion when the doors were 
closed and no one but senators were 
present The full story of this en> 
counter nover was told.' Balloy 1b eas- 
ily angered despite his big eyes and 
hla generally babc-IIko expression. 

Senators aro ngt In tho t^ablt of 
calling one another liars. When any- 
t>ody la called a liar In tho senate It Is 
usually the man who slta up In tbo 
gallery in the capacity of a.correspond- 
enL The junior senator /rom Texaa 
from his coat on the Benate twice has 
called newspaper men liars. , Ono 
Btripliug correspondent, a North Caro- 
lina, boy, mot Mr. Ballby In tho cor- 
ridor a few hours after tho llo had 
been given and proceeded to »ay a fow 
things to the Btatesman. They had a 
flght la which, on umbrella was smash- 
ed but neither combatant waa Injured 
matorlatly.

REPUBLIC OF CHINA A FACT 



Believed Deposed Infant Emperorand 

His Fbllowera Will FJee to 

Home of Ancestors In 

Manchuria. 



Poking. — Unconditional eurrcndor 
of tho Mnnchu dynasty, after three 
conturicB of nbsoluto rulo, waa pro- 
claimed by the sponsors of tho Infant 
emperor nnd.tho republic of China la 
now catabllBlicd and recognized by all 
factions, 

Tho only oppOBltlon agatnot the 
democracy, with Dr. Sun Ynt Sen, the 
American educated Chlneao, as presl* 
dent, comes from a few Mongolian 
princos, allies of tho old dynasty, who 
doclaro that, unless Premier^ Yuan is 
choaon prcBldcnt, thoy will rebel. 

Tho abdication, without conditions, 
comes as a surprise. Tbo third edict 
In which tho abdication was an* 
nounced advised tho viceroys and pro- 
vincial govornora of tho rotlromentot 
tho throno from political power and 
Instructed thorn to contlnuo doing 
their duty and to preserve order 
throughout tho land. It declares that 
the fitcp taken by tho throno was to 
moct tho wishes of tho people. 

Tho Manchu conquest was complet- 
ed In 1G44, and tho rnco which accom- 
plished it was the some which terror- 
ized western Asia and eastern Europe, 
.under Genghis Khan. 

Pu Yl, the infant emperor, who Is 
tho last of the powerful dynasty, 
leaves tho throno without a guarantee 
of safety either for himself or hla sup- 
porters. It is believed that thoy will 
find refuge In Manchuria under Kua- 
slan protection, or, if that fails, they 
win go to tho wlIdefnesB of Tartary 
and Ilnd safety on tho steppes, whero 
their ancestors have made their homo 
Blnco ancient times. 

Tho promise of a conatltuUonnl gov-- 
ernment made by tho dowager em- 
prcBs on her deathbed in 1U08 was not 
fuiniled In any way until May last 
year. In that month an imperial edict 
abolished tho old grand council, 
which, together with the court, held 
absolute power, and substituted a con- 
stitutional cabinet. 



REJECT "DOLUR-A-DAY" BILL 



Senate Committee Votes Down Sher- 
wood Pension Measure and Adopts 
Senator Smoot's Substitute. 

Washington. — ^Tho senate committee 
on pensions rejected the Sherwood 
pension bill, prbvldlng for one dollar 
a day pensions to G. A. R. men. and 
adopted a suhstltute measure orfcrcd 
by Senator Smoot pjf Utah, providing 
for an oxpondlture of 924,000.000. 

Senators Brown of ' Nebraska and 
Curtis of Kansas gave notice that they 
would move in t'ho senate to substitute 
the original Sherwood bill for tho 
Smoot measure and demand its pas- 
sage. 

Senator Smoot's estimate of ?24,- 
000,000 as tho cost of his plan la 
hascd upon tho pcnfilon bureau's com- 
putation of age and length of Bcrvico 
of tho veterans. The- Sherwood bill, 
according to tho pension bureau, 
would have cost ?75,000.000 a year. 

The Smoot bill was adopted by a 
vote ot 12 to 2, after tho Sherwood 
bill had been voted down 10 to 4. 

Tho Smoot bill provides a scale of 
pensions varying with age and serv- 
ice, which In tho case ot a soldier 
who served 90 daya amounts to ^13 a 
month betwen ages of sixty-two and 
sixtV-alx; J15 between alxty-slx and 
seventy ; ?18 between seventy and 
seventy-live, and ^21 from seventy-live 
on. 

Tho Bcalo rises gradually with every 
six months* sorvlco until It allows $30 
per month to a veteran of aeventy- 
ilvo years who was In the service 
three years or more. For a soldier 
who served three years or more tho 
scale la: From sixty-two to Bixty-six 
years, J16; fros sixty-six to seventy, 
?1S; from seventy to seventy-live, 1^4, 
and from Boventy-llve on, $30. 

Tho action of the committee brought 
a protest on the floor of tho senate 
from. Senator Kcnyon of Iowa.
